It has all been so 
thoroughly considered and carefully planned, 
and withal so unostentatiously, that few, if 
any, beyond his sons and the trustees kuew 
anything of the plan, sltheugh for four or five 
years Mr. Armour has been steadily working 
upon it. In thattime he has collected data 
upon, and carefully inquired into, 
the workings of all the philanthropic 
institutions both in this country and in 
Europe. From this mass of information he 
assimilated all that was useful, and as his plan 
grew and took form he entered into corre- 
spondence with such men as Drexel, Pratt, 
and George W. Childs for the still further 
elaboration of the institute plan. 

To Reconcile Capital and Labor. 


** Practical problems have always possessed. 


a Sfascination for Mr. Armour. I know 
he believes that with wider learning comes 
wider sympathies and that he thinks the 
problems of labor and capital can best be 
solved in this way. The making of young 
people into true Americans with all the possi- 
bilities, hopes, and inspiration of citizenship 
is his plan. He has become the better ac- 
quainted with young men and young women 
through the Armour Mission, and his whole 
wish and aim is to help them to be resourceful 
and self-reliant. 

“Of all men I know no one who more thor- 
oughly follows out the principle of not letting 
the left hand know what the charitable right 
hand is doing. It was just like Armour to go 
bolting off to Europe right on top of this 
great deed of his so as to avoid the thanks of 
the le. 

Not the least of his motives has been the 
glory and honor of Chicago. It has been pos- 
sible for P. D. Armour to amass a great fort- 
une in this city and he feels that he owes 
something to the city and county in which this 
was done. Perhaps the thing which makes Mr. 
Armour’s gift seem the more gracious is that 
it forms sucha startling contrast with the 
conduct of Jay Gould, who did no good thing 
with any part of his wealth. 

The education given in the institute will 
not. be free, but it will be within the reach of 
everyone. Experience shows that free insti- 
tutes fail always, and while the common insti- 
tute course will be made as cheap as possible 
it will also be as good as possible.

Structure Practically Fireproof. 

The building from the exterior does not pre- 
sent quite the imposing appearanve that the 
Drexel Institute does. The interior, however, 
is unsurpassed by any similar struct- 
ure in the country. Not only bas the 
construction of this building and all 
that it means to the future of Chicago been 
absolutely undreamed of by the general public 
but the character of the interior has also been 
unknown to the citizens in the immediate vi- 
eiaity and even to the occupants of the 
Armour flats. The building is practically 
fireproof, being constructed entirely upon an 
iron framework and the stairways being of the 
same material, ornamented with marble. 
Marble, indeed, is the prevailing material 
from the basement to the fifth story, result- 
ing in an interior which is as beautiful as it 
is serviceable, almost to the point of being 
flawless. 


ALLEGED VIOLATION OF AN INJUNCTION, 


Warren Springer’s Fight Against the West 
Chicago Street Railway Company. 

A motion for an injunction was made before 
Judge Tuley yesterday to restrain the West 
Chicago Street railway company from press- 
ing the hearing of a condemnation proceeding 
before Judge McConnell to condemn Warren 
Springer’s leasehold in the premises on Clin- 
ton street which the company is seek ing for 
tunnel purposes for the West Chicago Street 
Tunnel company. It is alleged that the con- 
demnation suit is in violation of an injunction 
heretofore granted by Judge Tuley en- 
joining the railroad from in any way interfer- 
ing with the property. 

Charges are made that the West Chicago 
Street railroad company owns no property 
which is not incumbered to its full value, 
that the Tunnel company owns no property 
not covered by a $1,500,000 mortgage, and 
that both corporations are insolvent. When 
completed it is said that the tunnel will be a 
nuisance and obstruction to navigation in the 
Chicago River, and in violation of the acts of 
Congress concerning rivers and harbors now 
in force. 

Further allegations are made that the West 
Chicago Street railroad company has no pow- 
er or right to exercise the right of eminent 
domain or appropriate private property for 
the construction of a tunnel under the river; 
that the condemnation suit is brought for the 
benefit of another corporation and that the 
two companies have not submitted the plans 
of the tunnel to the Secretary of War to 


| obtain his approval. 


Judge Tuley said he would sot restrain a 
court from trying a condemnation suit. Atter 
a verdict and judgment had been entered it 
was then time to appeal to the Chancery Court 
for relief. In this way Springer can prevent 
the company from taking his property if he 


has any rights.

POSSIBLE ARRANGEMENT FOR THE 
OOLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


President Higinbotham Thinks It Would 
Be a Pity to Demolish the Structures 
Next Year and Descants Upon the Edu- 
cational Benefits of a Longer Exhibi- 
tion—Lyman J. Gage in Doubt—The 
Buildings, Though Temporary, Would 
Be Perfectly Safe. 

„Why not keep the World's Fair gates open 
two seasons, instead of one, and let the people 
of the country have the full benefit of ite edu- 
cational advantages?’ is a query which 1s now 
running through the minds of the men who 
built the big Fair. They are thinking about 
it a little every day, and the more they 
think the greater is the regret with which they 
view the tearing down of the gregt buildings 
next November. 

Six months, some of the leaders are begin- 
ning to feel, is a short time for the life of 
the splendid palaces which have been erected 
in Jackson Pack. This is becoming with 
them more than a passing fancy, and is as- 
8 the proportions of a serious proposi- 

on. 


The idea of a two-years’ Fair began to de- 
velop several months ago, when the genius of 
the master architects who designed the build- 
ings began to unfold and take material form 
in the marvelous structures of the White City. 
It was then that Fair Directors, National 
Commissioners, and visitors commenced ex- 
olain. ing: 

What a pity these beautiful buildmgs 
must be torn down after six months. Their 
splendid architecture should stand for years 
as an educator for the people. 

That ie what Chauncey Depew said when he 
rode through the grounds last October, and 
the same sentiment in different forms has 
been reiterated by critics competent to judge of 
the influence on the people of such a display. 
Foreigners and Commissioners from abroad 
familiar with architecture of the past have 
said when they caught a glimpse of the White 
City: 

“The world has never seen anything like 
it, and probably will not for several genera- 
tions.” 

While it may be the wish of the Board of 
Directors to close the gates next October and 
reopen them the following May, the realiza- 
tion of such a wish will depend upon tne suc- 
cess of the Fair next year, upon the willing- 
ness of exhibiters to maintain their displays 
the second season, the consent of the South 
Park Commissioners, and the stability of the 
buildings and the staff decoration with which 
the exterior 1s covered. 

But the first idea is the educational influ- 
ence which will be imparted to visitors and 
the belief that all people will not be able to 
see the Fair in one year. 

Higinbotham Will Weep. 

„It will be a great pity to demolish the Ex- 
position structures next year, suid President 
Higinb..tham last evening. We have talked 
among ourselves of the wisdom of 
having a two-years’ Fair, but, of 
course, nothing of a definite or 
official nature has been done or could be done 
at this time, but to me it looks like sacrilege 
to destroy so soon what we have built up so 
beautifully and at such a great expense. I 
am not much given to tears, but I think I 
shall cry when the work of tearing down 
those buildings begins. They ought to 
stand for several years for the edu- 
cation they would afford to the 
people. I am convinced that there are 
thousands of families in the Northwest who 
will be deprived of a visit to the Fair if it lasts 
but six months. There are families in 
which are six and eight children. The 
father will be too poor to send 
them all next year, but, if there were two sea- 
sons, he could say: Now, Mary, you and 
John and Henry may go to Chicago this 
year. Next year you stay athome and the 
rest of us will see the Exposition.’ 

As to the finances, it would be too early to 
give an estimate, as I have not thought suffi- 
ciently over the matter. Probably, if we were 
successful next year, the following season the 
ad in ission fee could be made W cente. Still it 
would take a great deal of attention and time 
to manage the enterprise and some of us are 
beginning to feel pretty well worked.“ 

I don’t care to say much,” said another 
leading official, “* but I am sure it is drifting 
toward a two years’ Fair. Why? Because 
when the magnitude of the Exposition grows 
on the people I think there will be a popular 
demand for a reopening. There is too much 
in it to be sacrificed in one season. I doubt 
the propriety, however, of aivortising the fact 
that there is a desire to continue another year, 
because of the effect it might have on intend- 
ing exhibiters this year.”’ 

Idon't know whether I am in favor of 
prolonging the Exposition or not,” said Di- 
rector-General Davis. “It will depend on 
exhibiters and the measure of success re- 
ceived next year. We have talked about it on 
several occasions. From an educational 
standpoint I would certainly be gratified to 
see the people have two opportunities to visit 
the Exposition. Nothing like it has ever been 
seen and no one can adequately calculate the 
good which will come from a thorough study 
of the architecture of and the exhibits in the 
buildings. 

Lyman J. Gage Doubtful. 

Lyman J. Gage was seen at the First Na- 
tional Bank, and when asked if he had heard 
of an extension project replied: “I have 
heard suggestions from the outside on this 
matter from time to time; that is all.” 

Has the matter ever been brought before 
the directors of the Fair as a body? 

Not that I know of.”’ 

Would a two years’ run of the Fair prob- 
ably be a financial success? 

“ [have not considered the matter enough 
to formulate an opinion, and, in the mean- 
time, there would be many other things to 
consider, such as the willingness of exhibiters 
to stay two years and also the willingness of 
the Park Commissioners to continue thé use 
of the park.“ 

What is the longest time that you think 
the Fair could run and remain a financial suc- 
cess?’ . 

I have serious doubts about any time be- 
yond the present defined period—six months.”’ 

Chief of Construction Burnham is in Bos- 
ton, but Assistant Chief Graham said yester- 
day there could be no question as to the dura- 
bility of the staff and the firmness of the 
foundations. 

„Why,“ he said, “those foundations will 
stand for six years.

DEATH LURKS NEAR THIS BUILDING. 


Hairbreadth Escape of a Man Passing by 
the New Hartford Biock.

But here,” and he held out the piece of 
brick as he spoke, “is a warning that has car- 
ried conviction. While in the exercise of that 
right which belungs to every free citizen, and 
while under the protection, as I supposed, of 
laws and regulations calculated to insure my 
safety on the public thoroughfares, I walked 
unwittingly into a danger more formidable 
than ifI had been confronted by the Lake 
View highwayman.* And this right in the 
heart of Chicago!

OVER BY A CABLE TRAIN.

Dowa he went, 
stretched across the track, and the next mo- 
ment the horrified spectators heard a faint cry 
of agony above the clanging of the bells and 
the shrieks of the women on the grip-car, un- 
der which, hidden from view, was the man- 
gled body of the child. 

The grip was crowded, at least half a dozen 
women being among the passengers, but in an 
instant every seat was vacant. The accident 
affected some of the women so that they be- 
came hysterical, and their cries added to the 
excitement.

FOR NEW YORK’S GREAT TUNNEL, 


Austin Corbin’s Plans Are Ready and He 
Will Ask for a Franchise. 

Nzw York, Dec, 12.— Special. — The pro- 
posed tunnel from the Flatbush Avenue 
Brooklyn station of the Long Island railrvad 
to the Pennsylvania station in Jersey City is 
making rapid shape, and Austin Corbin, who 
is engineering it, has interested a great many 
Pennsylvania men in thedeal. He will apply to 
the Aldermen for a franchise within a few 
weeks, The Brooklyn mouth of this tunne 
will bein the open square at Fiatbush and 
Atlantic avenues. Numerous elevators will 
carry passengers down into the tunnel, and 
from that point trains will move under Plat- 
bush avenue, Fulton street, and Pineapple 
street to the East River, under that 
to this city, under Maiden lane a 
Cortlandt street to the North River, and un- 
der that into the Pennsylvania railroad sta- 
tion in Jersey City. The tunnel will 
be twenty-nine feet in height and 
twenty-one feet in width Work is to 
be begun at seven different ints at once. 
The tunnel will be four miles long. Engineer 
Jacobs, who has spent $50,000 in order to as- 
certain whether a tunnel was practicable, 
estimates that it will require two years 
to complete the excavations alone, the 
whole being completed in five years. 
The idea is to connect the Long Island road 
with the great trunk lines to the West and 
South and to run through trains in that way to 
the eastern end of Long Island, from which 
Mr. Corbin ex to start his line of tive-day 
steamers to England. Such a connection 
would mean an enormous increase in freight 
and passenger traffic for the Long Island 
railroad. 


COL. SHEPARB IN ANOTHER ROLE. 


Alleged That He Tried to Bribe Police 
Commissioners to Secure Advertising.

$6,000. Mr. Gray was discharged in 1889 on 
the ground of *‘ incompatibility.”” 

Mr. Gray testified that the only disagree- 
ment he ever had with Col. Shepard which 
made incompatitmility in their relations as em- 
ployer and em ployé arose out of the transac- 
tion alluded to in the communication printed 
above. The letter came from Bar Harbor, 
where Col. Shepard was staying at his summer 
residence. The letter contained a check for 
$5,000, dated July 5. 1888, uot numbered, 
drawn by Col. Shepard on the Columbia Bank, 
which was offered in evidence. According to 
Mr. Gray the letter referred toa scheme for 
obtaining political advertising from Police 
Commissioners John McClave and Stephen B. 
French for a bribe of $5,000. Subsequently, 
Aug. 27, Col. Shepard met Gray at Saratoga 
Springs and asked him if he got the check 
and letter.

They Believe the Action of the Reform 
Club Was an Insult te the Lower House 
It Is the First Gun in the Speakership 
Campaign and Will Aid the Present 
Holder of the Gavel in the Coming Con- 
test-Mr, Anderson of the Club Knew 
Crisp Expected to Speak. l 

Wasnmoronx, D. C., Dec. 12.—[ Special. 
Speaker Crisp is the hero of the hour. The 
majority of his party in Congress are plainly 
with him in his fight with the Reform club. 
That is what it amouats to now. That organ- 
ization has taken the leadership in defeat ing 
him for Speaker, but in doing so has put 
Crisp in a position to act au the aggressive. 
How deep the split is in the party no one can 
ted tell, because the breach wideng with every 

r. 

Long before the time for calling the House 
together this morning members were filing 
into the Speaker’s room to give him the as- 
surance of their personal regard. Some of 
these were Republicans who have no concern 
over Democratic family rows, but they felt 
the Speaker of the House had been slighted, 
and, as they like Crisp personally, they want- 
ed to testify their good will. When the House 
met at noon there was a demonstration that 
showed how the members viewed recent 
events. When Mr. Crisp took up the gavel to 
call the House to orderthere was an outbreak 
of cheering which lasted for several minutes. 
It was in no sense a party demonstration, Re- 
publicans and Democrats joining heartily in 
it. Mr. Crisp has not been a towering in- 
tellectual quantity, nor is he a great party 
leader, but he has been a good Speaker and 
has upheld the dignity of the House. That is 
why the members, regardless of party, resent 
the slight put upon him at the Reform club 
banquet, 

The Speaker himself discussed the matter 
with some freedom today. Some of the New 
York newspapers had interviews with E. 
Ellery Anderson, the President of the Reform 
club, in which that individual stated bluntly 
that Mr. Crisp had no reason to think he 
would be invited to speak, because he was not 
in sympathy with the ideas of thé club. Said 
the Speaker: 

That settles the only question about which 
there has been any dispute. It was whether 
there was any intention that I should speak. 
Evidently there was none.“ Further than this 
Mr, Crisp did not care to comment. 


A Deliberate Slight. 


The Speaker’s frienda, however. were quite 
free in their comments. Putting all the cir- 
cumstances together they are fully convinced 
that the Reform club deliberately slighted the 
Speaker of the House, and they propose to 
resent it. Not all of them are ready to free 
Mr. Cleveland from a share in it. They don’t 
think Cleveland knew of the plot, but they 
say h» oughtto disclaim any sympathy with 
the reformers. It was a meeting of his friends 
and he can aot escape the odium which attaches 
to their doings. he Crisp followers are sure 
that the outcome of the affair will be to keep 
Cleveland from interfering in the Speakership 
contest. This is all they want. They know 
that with the power of the Presidency back of 
him Cleveland could, by merely letting it be 
known that he did not favor Crisp, cause the 
latter to be beaten. Now they argue since his 
free trade friends have shown such a deter- 
mined 7 to wreck the Democratic 
party he wil! fight shy of their aid. 

While the incident undoubtedly helps Crisp. 
it should not be supposed that there are not 
members who sympathize with Tom Johnson, 
They think Johnson was irdiscreet in the way 
he made the demand for new leadership in the 
House, yet they declare the issue must come, 
and they are ready for it. It is true that the 
free trade element is much stronger in the 
next Congress than in the preseat one, This 
fact Speaker Crisp’s triends have overlooked. 
They have forgotten that many new members 
have been chosen on radical free trade lines. 
They must, however, recognize it now that 
the Reform club has thrown down the gaunt- 
let. It was this club which began the educa- 
tional news on the tariff two years ago. 
Some of the New York members undertake to 
make light of its influence, but it was a tre- 
mendous factor in Cleveland’s favor during 
the campaign. 

„We kept those fellows in the cellar,’’ said 
Bourke Cockran this afternoon. “If we had 
let them out we never could have carried New 
York.” 

What Mr. Cockran meant was that the State 
committee nominated by Tammany ref 
to let the Anti-Snappers and the Reform club 
run the campaign.

THE DUTY OF DEMOCRATIC COOK COUNTY 
CONGRESSMEN. 

A bill has been introduced in the House of 

Representatives changing the day for the 
meeting of a new Congress from the first Mon- 
day in December to the first Monday in 
March, so that it will meet four months after 
the election. instead of thirteen. If that bill is 
passed the next Congress will have to meet in 
March, even though Mr. Cleveland should not 
wish it to do 0. Being then in session it can 
proceed to keep the promises made by the 
Democrats to the people and reduce the tariff 
for the benefit of consumers. 
There are in the present House three Demo- 
cratic Representatives from this county, two 
of whom were reélected—McGann and Dar- 
borow. They asked for reélection on the 
ground that‘the tariff was robbing the consum- 
ers and that they would reduce it. That robbery 
amounted yearly for the whole country, ac- 
cording to what Senator Mills calls a mod- 
erate estimate, to a billion and a quarter dol- 
lars in 1890, and to more now. That is on the 
average every American, man, woman, and 
child, pays $20 yearly to American manufact- 
urers in excess of what should be paid. On 
the basis of the census of 1890 this tax thus 
extorted for the benefit of robber manufact- 
urers amounts in this county to about twen- 
ty-four million dollars a year. 

This is equal to all the State, county, city, 
park, and Drainage District taxes combined, 
and also to the whisky, beer, and tobacco taxes 
collected by the city and the General Govern- 
ment. Iis not astonishing that when the 
voters were told by Messrs. McGann and 
Durborow and other Democrats that such a 
burden as this was oppressing them they cast 
their ballots for Democratic candidates. 
When one of Mr. McGann’s Sixth or Seventh 
Ward constatuents with a wife and two chil- 
dren was told that he was being forced to con- 
tribute eighty dollars yearly to support man- 
ufacturers in luxury, and when Mr. McGann 
promised to save him that eighty dollars, it is 
no wonder that he voted for that individual, 
expecting, of course, that the latter would be- 
gin his reform work as soon as possible. 

Will these Democratic Cook County Con- 
gressmen vote for the above-mentioned bill or 
not? By doing so they will, if Senator Mills’ 
calculations are correct, save the residents of 
this county about eighteen million dollars, 
which, if Congress does not meet till next De- 
cember, they will pay over unnecessarily to 
“bloated manufacturers, mostly living in 
the East. By voting against it or failing to 
work for it, they will show that they are will- 
ing their constituents should be robbed, or 
that they do not believe the stories they told 
about that being the case. 

The constituents of every Democratic Con- 
gressmau who is against that bill should say to 
him: We understood from you that every 
person in the United States was being robbed 
of twenty dollars yearly by the tariff. We 
want to stop paying our twenty dollars at 
once. What do you mean by acting in such a

It would be as- 
tonishing if he did not resent it. The be- 
havior of those ex-mugwumps who gave the 
banquet shows that they ceased to be gentle- 
men when they ceased to be Republicans and 
that the first thing they should do in begin- 
ning their reform labors is to mend their own 
manners. 0 

While Mr. Crisp is not as able a man and 
has not been as long before the public as 
some of those who did make addresses he is 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives. 
In point of actual power he is the second per- 
son in the government, ranking next to the 
President. As a matter of etiquette his 
speech should have followed that of Mr. 
Cleveland. Instead of that he was left out, 
while Senators, Representatives, ex-Govern- 
ors, and private citizens were allowed to air 
their views. To make matters worse Senator 
Mills, Mr. Crisp’s late rival for the Speaker- 
ship, yas allowed to talk at length, Under 
the circumstances the managers of the ban- 
quet would have behaved more decently if 
they had failed to invite the Speaker W come. 

The irritation naturally felt by the latter is 
intensified by the fact that feelmg sure he 
would be called on to speak he had prepared 
a few extemporaneous remarks. He handed 
them to the Associated Press, which sent them 
out. Some papers did not print them. Tas 
Tano, deeming his views of importance be- 
cause of his high position, did print them. 
They contain nothing calculated to offend any 
member of the Reform club or any of the 
guests. He did not lavish flattery on Mr. 
Cleveland as did some of the other speakers, 
but he.said enough. 

This boorish conduct of the eminent re- 
formers of New York may result in nothing 
serious. On the other hand, it may lead up 
to an ugly fight over the Speakership of the 
next House, andif Mr. Crisp is elected he 
may be so out of touch with Mr. Cleveland 
that the two wiil be unable to work together 
for the obliteration of protection. It is im- 
possible to tell in advance what the outcome 
of Saturday’s unpleasantness may be. There 
is one lesson, however, which all statesmen 
should draw from Mr. Crisp’s mishap, and 
that is that it is never safe to hand outa 
speech without being certain that there will be 
an opportunity to deliver it. Mr. Crisp 
would have been saved much mortifica 
tion if he had observed that rule. He will 
hereafter. 


THERE SHOULD BE MARCH SESSIONS. 

A local Democratic paper says: 

Soon after the close of the war alaw was 
enacted requiring Congress to meet in the spring 
after the election. There was no good reason 
why it should not have continued in force. It was 
repealed because the Republican rings and bosses 
did not wish to meet at the capital the new Con- 
gress fresh from the people. 

This is not quite correct. The law provid- 
ing for a March meeting of Congress was 
passed early in 1867, so that the Congress 
whose House members had been elected the 
preceding November might meet in March 
and take care that Andrew Johnson did no 
mischief. It was presumed that he would not 
call Congress together, but would run things 
to suit himself until it met in December of 
1867. These March sessions lasted for two 
Congresses, and then, the special necessity for 
the law having ceased, it was repealed. 

That should not have been done, however. 
The better practice having been adopted 
should have been adhered to, and this is a 
good time to restore it. That a new House of 
Representatives, fresh from the people and ac- 
quainted presumably with their wishes, should 
not be allowed to begin legislating for thir- 
teen months isan inexcusable anomaly. A 
new Congress should meet under any circum- 
stances at the earliest moment. If there is 
nothing for it to do nothing is easier than for 
it to adjourn. It is not required to legislate 
when there is nothing which calls for its at- 
tention. Even if Mr. Harrison had been re- 
elected and the House had been Republican 
there should have been an early session of the 
new Congress to deal with questions such as 
silver and the Inter-State Commerce law, 
which there is not time enough to settle be- 
tween now and March. 

As the next Congress must not only deal 
with those questions but with the tariff—for 
the voters have decided that the policy of 
thirty years’ standing shall be abandoned—it 
is absolutely necessary that it should meet in 
March, otherwise it never will get through 
with its important labors, even if it remains 
in continuous session from December of 1893 
to March of 1895. The bill now before the 
House providing for March sessions should 
be passed by the votes of members of both 
parties. It is a-non-partisan measure, de- 
signed to do away with a practice which is 
contrary to one of the principles of represent- 
ative government, which is that the will of 
the people as declared at the polls shall have 
legislative expression without delay. 


TIME TO STOP FOOLING WITH SsTALE 
CLAIMS. 


At the last session of the last Congress thie 
sum of $1,305,000 was appropriated for the 
payment of some of the venerable French 
spoliation claims which had been passed on 
favorably by the Court of Claims. That 
court has allowed other claims to the amount 
of about two million dollars more, The cases 
yet undisposed of amount to about thirty- 
seven millions. Probably the court will re- 
port that most of them ought to be paid. 
There is no likelihood that the next Congress 
will appropriate any money for this purpose, 
but there is no telling what the next one or its 
successor may do. As the number of claim- 
ants swells the pressure which they will bring 
to bear on the Senate and House will increase. 
It was an inexcusable blunder for the last 
Congress to take the ‘action it did. It should 
have refused like its predecessors to recog- 
nize these stale claims which are a century 
old and which were unjust when first made. 

It appears that there are also before the 
Court of Claims Southern loyalists who ask 
for four hundred million dollars for damages 
to their property by the Union forces during 
the war. It seems now as if about all the 
property in tho South was in the hands of 
loyal men while the rebellion lasted, and that 
the only Southerners who took part in the 
late unpleasantness were the landless ones. 
A few of ‘these claims have been passed on 
favorably by the court. ebably they 
neatly all will be if sufficient i 
for the evidence for a 


cup of bitterness at the lips of Mr. W. S. Hol- 
man of Indiana and of several other’ Demo- 
cratic statesmen whose ideas of economy have 
led them into the unpatriotic position of an- 
tagonizing any increase of our offensive and 
defensive power on the sea.

During the 
present administration nineteen veésels have 
been put in commussion with an aggregate vf 
54,832 tons and mounting 106 guns, making in 
all twenty-two vessels, aggregating 62,695 tons 
and mounting 123 guns. Within the coming 
year eighteen more vessels will be constructed 
with an aggregate of 93,497 tons and mount- 
ing 168 guns. At the end of next year the 
United States will have forty-two war vessels 
with an aggregate of 156,192 tons and mount- 
ing 291 guns, as follows: One sea-going bat- 
tleship, three coast-line battleships, two 
second-ciass battleships, six double-turreted 
harbor defense vessels, two armored cruisers, 
one ram, two fast protected cruisers, fourteen 
cruisers, one dispatch vessel, six gunboats, 
one dynamite vessel, one practice vessel, and 
two torpedo buats. Of the 251,124 tons added 
to the navy since 1881 169,564 are to be 
placed to the credit of the present ad- 
ministration. It is further to the credit of 
the administration that of the nineteen ves- 


sels put in commission this year fourteen of 


them, with their armor and ordnance, have 
been constructed entirely in this country. 

In view of this remarkable progress the 
New York Sun (Dem.) is impelled to declare 
that the United States now has oneof the 
most effective navies in the world, though 
in the numbers of vessels it is still far below 
the English navy. Theie is one weak point, 
however, in the showing. The navy needs 
more torpedo boats. For the present it has 
cruisers enough, and so far as coast defense is 
concerned that can be covered by torpedo 
boats. In this direction this country is far 
behind all other nations, as the following 


table prepared by the Secretary shows: 


„e 2 1 
The Secretary recommends that thirty such 
boats should be constructed in the immediate 
future, and the recommendation should be 
heeded by Congress. The torpedo rapidly is 
coming to be the weapon of naval warfare, 
both for aggressive work and for shore defense. 
Even if the thirty boats recommended should 
be constructed at once we should then be on a 
paronly with such powers as Turkey, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden, and as compared 
with such first class powers as England, 
France, Italy, Gerfiany,and Russia we should 
still be lamentably weak. In commerce de- 
stroyers on the high seas we are splendidly 
equipped with fast and powerful cruisers, but 
we are still wanting in battleships and torpe- 
Jo boats. It is not likely the country will 
gain much, however, under a Democratic 
administration in further increase. All the 
more cause for gratitude is there at the re- 
markable showing of the last four years. 


THE GREAT AMERICAN DESERT. 

Only thirty years ago the geographies repre- 
sented Western Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, and the Dakotas as the Great Amer- 
ican Desert.“ Today this desert is the vast 
ecanary and meat larder of the civilized world. 
Between 1880 and 1890 the population of the nine 
Northwestern States has doubled and the wealth 
trebled.— Boston Journal. 

The Boston Journal 1s in error in saying 
that the geographies of thirty years ago rep- 
resented Iowa or Minnesota as parts of the 
Great American Desert. For fully fitty years 
the geography-makers and the government 
reports fixed the eastern boundary of the 
desert region at about 98° or 99° of longitude. 
With all our more recent knowledge the line 
cannot safely be placed more than one degree 
farther west.“ Beyond the 100th. parallel of 
longitude crops fail for lack of rain, except 
in occasional years. There is a Great 
American Desert covering an area of fully 
one and a quarter millions of square miles. 
It extends west from Central Dakota to within 
a few hundred miles of the Pacific, and from 
about San Antonio, Tex., toSan Diego, on the 
great ocean. It embraces the western third of 
Texas, a third of the Indian Territory, a third 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and the western 
third of both Dakotas. Im other words, all 
the region west of the 99th or 100th parallel of 
longitude to the great Sierra Nevada range 
(called the Cascades north of California), ex- 
tending from British Columbia to Southern 
California, The vaat area within these limits 
must always depend upon irrigation for 
crops. The Great American Desert embraces 
the immense territory where there is an insuf- 
ficiency of rainfall to mature cereals and 
breadstuffs.

These are three of the 
new incorporators and to them will be added 
George S. Willits and James H. Walker Jr. 

The objects of the incorporation are to keep 
the capital the same as at present, to make the 
business permanent, regardless of any death 
or retirement, and further to afford old and 
faithful employés an opportunity to purchase 
some of the capital stock, and thus become 
financially interested. A few of them were 
with Mr. Walker as long ago as when he was 
in a departinent store in Now York, after-

It was estim yesterday that 600 jurors 
uired.

Their compensation was figured at $1,000 each 
for the fo jurors $600 each for the 
American. It is for this that the appropria- 
tion is desired from Congress. 

The committee had a set of rules before it 
for the government of the jurymen. They

retary. The President will assign each mem- 
ber to some class, and be will report to the 
full jury his reasons for an award.

COINS FOR CHRISTMAS GIFTS. 
— 
A New Idea Upon Which the Exposition 
Management Is Profiting. 


People are now deluging Treasurer Seeberger 
for souvenir coins for Christmas presents. 
This is a new idea, and the Exposition man- 
agement is profiting accordingly. 

It is surprising, said Mr. Seeberger yes- 
terday, “how the idea of using the souvenir 
coins for Christmas gifts has sprung up. I 
haven't seen any suggestions in the news 
papers on the subject. The people seem to 
have intuitively caught the idea, and all 
caught it at once. 

A consignment of the coins is expected this 
week and the distribution will begin at once, 

The first 5,000 will go to Thomas B. 
Bryan. Last August when the management 
decided it would not sell the coins in fewer 
than lots of fifty Mr. Bryan thought many 
small shareholders would be unable to secure 
a souvenir if they bad to purchase fifty. He 
walked across the hall from his office to Treas- 
urer Seeberger and gave his check for $5,000. 
He then placed the coins with the Jennings 
Trust company for distribution among people 
who might desire but onecoin. They have 
all been subscribed for, and as Mr. Bryan’s 
was the first order these subscribers will get 
the first coins. Mr. Bryan makes no money 
out of the transaction. He purchased the 
ecins for the accommodation of the small 
shareholders. He paid $l each and has sold 
them for the same amount. 


FOR A KENTUCKY APPROPRIATION. 


Two Bills Introduced in the Legislature, 
One of Which May Pass. 

Franxyort, Ky., Dec. 12.—[Special.]—Two 
bills were introduced in the Legislature today 
making an appropriation for the Fair. In the 
Senate the bill, as introduced by Senator 
Hutchinson, appropriates $50,000 for the ex- 
hibit. It provides that the Kentucky depart- 
ment shall be closed Sundays and does not 
allow the sale of liquors of any kind on the 
grounds. Representative Carroll of Louis- 
ville introduced the House bill. It makes the 
appropriation $100,000 and its main features 
are the same as those in the Senate bill. The 
Committee on Claims decided unfavorably 
on the House vill on account of the amount.

This was a case wherein Allen had pre 
sented a bill to the Treasury Department, ap- 
paves by the court, for precisely such work as I 
ad done—namely: for entering and index 

records of his office. The only difference bet ween 
my bill and that of Allen of Brooklyn was that 
Mr. Allen had entered and indexed about one 
third more matter to each voter than I had done. 
This was one of the principal reasons why the 
case had been contested by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The First Controller of the Treasury has 
insisted that in entering and inde the records 
only those particulars which are required by 
State law to be entered in the sters ought to 
be entered and indexed. Mr. Allen had greatly 
exceeded this. But nevertheless the court gave 
him judgment and decided that for entering and 
neers the records he was entitled to 15 cents 
per folio, 

When I presented my bill to Judge Woods I 
produced this case, and it was u the strength 
of that case and the precedents | ie othes Judges 
for twenty years that he approved my bill. 

This is purely a legal question. As the Court of 
Jlaims said in the Allen case, an officer of the 

overnment is entitled to what fees the law al- 
ows him; if I am entitled under the law to these 
fees I ought to receive them. Of course it is per- 
fectly obvious that the statement in respect to 
the amount is grossly exaggerated. The expense 
of entering and indexing those records is very 
great, and this must be advanced entirely by the 
— supervisor before he can receive pay theore- 
or. 

It does not appear what special advantage 
it was to the government to have an index of 
the registry lists of 1888 in when an en- 
tirely new registry was to be en in a few 
months. It is claimed, however, that in 
tracing an irregular voter it can be ascer- 
tained how he was recorded in 1888 It would 
seem also that the index of 1890 would furnish

SENATORIAL OBSTRUCTIONS TO THE 
ABTEGFSION Bille 


Pretexts for Its Delay Constantly Found— 
Support for the Bill Expected from Pop- 
uliste—How ¢ Democrats Worked 
Against Themselves—No Action Taken 

in the Senate Yesterday—Ben Cable 
Finds His Fame Departed—Western Gos- 
sip~No Money for Chicago River.

It is hand sledding in the Senate for the Anti- 


‘Option bill. Pretexts for putting it over are 
easily found. Today when the hour of 2 
o’clock arrived, which is the time for taking | 


up unfinished business, Senator Vest, who is 
against the bill, was in the midst of a discus- 
sion of the Indian Territory bill. Senatorial 
courtesy required that he be allowed to go on 
with his speech, and he took up nearly half an 
hour more. Then Senator Washburn got the 
Anti-Option bill taken up, but the Senate was 
feeling tired and was not anxious to go into 
that subject. So it readily assented to a mo- 
tion for an executive session and then ad- 
journed, 

These dilatory tactics cannot go on indefi- 
nitely, yet every day counts, and the discus- 
sion will be just about warmed up when the 
holiday recess will come. After that there 
will be less than two months remaining. The 
supporters of the bill say they know all these 
things, but they will pass it in spite of the 
methods of the opposition. They are encour- 
aged by the success in getting Southern Leg- 
islatures to memorialize Congress in favor of 
the bill. Their lobby is quite as strong as the 
lobby which js opposing the measure. They 
have a perfect organization, and whenever a 
Senator shows a tendency to weaken pressure 
is at once b ht to bear on him. 

The Option bill lobbyists expect much help 
from the Populist movement in the West. 
While the bill was not part of the platforin it 
is in line with their demands. Senators from 
Western States, particularily those in which 
the Legislatures are in doubt, have already 
had a fire built under them. Some were able 
to dodge Inst year, but they will now fave the 
music. Members of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, who in their enthusiasm for free trade 
put up money for the Democratic campaign, 
will find smal! comfort ip reflecting that part 
of their money went into the fund which 
enabied the fusionists to capture several 
States. However. that is the cold fact. 

The supporters of the bill have a fresh card 
to play. The steer committee appointed 

y the Democratic Senators the other day to 
look after the disputed Senatorial elections 
consists of Brice, Gurman, and Carlisle. Ali 
of these are against the bill and Gorman has 
taken the contract for beating it. The Popu- 
hots out West have been posted orf this point. 
Before Mesérs. Brice, Gorman, and Carlisle 
make any progress in their deals to secure 
Senators they will have to give assurances 
that the Anti-Option bill will be passed. 

Opponents of the Auti-Option bill will try 
to get it sidetracked tomorrow on the plea 
that the MceGarrahan veto is a special order 
for that day.

CABLE FINDS HIS FAME DEPARTED. 


Not Now Considered for the Cabinet— 
' Other Western Gossip. , 

Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special. ]— 
The young Napoleon of the West, formerly 
known as Ben T. Cable, got in from Arizona 
this morning. When he left a few weeks ago 
everybody was talking about him for Seere- 
tary of the Navy. That is, everybody except 
Mr. Cleveland. He feturns to discover that 
avarcely anybody remembers he was a Cabi- 
net possibility. As Cable had the good sense 
to discourage the talk he probably is not the 
worse off except that his vanity may be 
wounded. There are still a good wany people 
who think he will have tae say about Illinois 
patronage, and they bore down on him today. 
In Chicago and the northern end of the Stute 
it is admitted that Others may have as much 
influence as Mr. Cable, so his advice is not so 
eagerly sought. But the Congressmen froin 
Central and Soutkern Illinois are in a bad 
tangle and they want Cable to help ther: out. 
His appearance now is in the role of peace- 
maker. He may patch up the troubles, but it 
is a big task. 

Senator Warren of Wyoming was in his 
seat today. Hetold his colleagues that the 
Legislature in Wyoming was Republican on a 
fair and square vote, and he hoped to see a 
Republican returned to the Senate. Senator 
Warren is here prepared to carry out the legis- 
lation that he has on hand in the interest of 
his State whether or not the present Legis- 
lature decides to give him the honor of a re- 
election. His irrigation bill is something that 
interests the whole Western country as much 
as it does his own State. 

Delegate Joseph of New Mexico professes 
to feel badly because the Republicans of the 
Senate are not running a foot race with the 
Demucrats in order to admit that half-Ameri- 
canized territory.

NO ACTION TAKEN IN THE SENATE. 


The Anti-Option Bill ordered Printed and 
Laid Over Till Today. 

Wasutnerox, D. C., Dec. 12.—Messrs, Irby 
and Warren appeared in the Senate chamber 
today, leaving only seven Senators absent. 
The certificates of election of Electors for 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States wero presented from the States of New 
Jersey, Colorado, Connecticut, and Ohio, and 


were placed on file. 
Numerous petitions and remunstrances for 


and against the passage of the Anti-Option 
bill were presented and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. Petitions were also 
resented for the closing of the World’s Fair 
undays and in favor of the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal Government of 
the United States. 

Senator Stewart introduced a bill amend. 
ing the existing Sherman act so as to provide 
for free silver coinage and the coinage of the 
silver bullion now held im the Treasury, and 
in addition for issue of Treasury notes 
based on silver deposits, which notes are to 
be redeemable in gold or silver coin at the 
option of the government and are made a 
legal tender. e 

Mr. Hoar, from the Judiciary committee, 
reported a bill to provide for the punishment 
of offenses on the high seas, which was con- 
sidered and It provides penalties 
against persons, not of a ship’s crew, who aid 
or encourage riots, disorders, or affrays on 
board an American vessel at sea, and it does 
not in any other respect change the existing 
law, which applies only to members of the 
shiv’s crew. 

Mr. Vest (by frequest) introduced a bill to 
encourage the construction of electric rail- 
roads, to facilitate the rapid transportation of 
the mails, to promote the interest of com- 
merce and travel, and to aid in de:nonstrating 
the feasibility of the distribution of electrical 
power for agricultural and other purposes 
along the line of electric roads, and especially 
to aid in the construction of the proposed 
electric railroad between Chicago and St. 
Louis by the Chicago and St. Louis railroad 
company, and to seéure to the government 
the use of the aame for postal, military, and 
other purposes. Referred to the Committee 
on Commerce, 

The House bill authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to delegate a chief of division to 
perform the duties of Assistant Register while 
the latter is performing those of Register of 
the Treasury during the illness of Gen. Rvuse- 
crans was presented and 2 

Senators Peffer and Call were appointed ad- 
ditional members of the Committee on Immi- 
gration. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Chandler 
and agreed to calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for copies of certain correspondence 
in relation to cholera and immigrants. 

The joint resolution introduced by Mr. Vest 
last Tuesday for the appointment of a com- 
mission to treat with the five civilized tribes 
of the Indian Territory witha view of mak. 
ing agreements to iaduce them to take home- 
steads in severalty was taken up. ‘The sum- 
mary for the United States Court in Texas, 
Arkansas, Kansas, and the Indian Territory 
showed an expenditure for the last three years 
of 81.895.000, instead of $817,000. - 

The morning hour expired and the presid- 
ing officer laid before the Senate as the un- 
finished business” the act defining options 
and futures, but on motion of Mr. Platt it was 
laid aside informally to allow the discussion 
on the Indian Territory’ ‘resolution to pro- 
ceed. After discussion if was laid aside and 
the Anti-Option bill was taken up, the ques- 
tion being on the amendment made by Mr. 
Daniel at the last session to strike out Sec. 10, 
formerly 13. The bill was, with the consent 
of Mr. Washburn, ordered to be printed, and 
then it went over till tomorrow.

sty of Cayuga, in Oklahoma, was taken from 


The Sen- 
ate then, after an executive session of five 
minutes, adjourned till tomorrow.

House Resolution Passed Relative to the 
Use of the Malis. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Dec. 12.—When Speaker 
Crisp entered the House at noon today and 
ascended to his chair there was a spontaneous 
outburst of applause from all parties on the 
floor and from the occupants of the gallery—a 
tribute of sympathy with the Speaker in his 
unpleasant connection with the Reform club 
dinner.

Tho lecture was delivered under the 
auspices of the Department of Political Econ- 
omy of the Northwestern University, There 
was a good attendance and much interest was 
manifested in the speaker’s description of the 
benetits which would aécrue to the people 
from a better system of highways and the 
methods by which such a system could be se- 
cu 


Mr. Davis was introduced by Prof. John H. 
Gray and in substance spoke as follows: 


Roads belong to that unappreciated class of 
blessings of which the value — importauce are 
not fully felt. Perhaps we would better appre- 
ciate them if we endeavored to imagine what 
would be the conditaon of our own country if we 
had only paths and no wagon roads had ever 

mn constructed. We may ex soon to read 
of the manipulation of the grain market for 
higher prices. But roads make it difficult for 
the farmer to market his grain except dur 
only a fractional part of the year. 

Not only is the farmer, under present condi- 
tions, rubbed of the bénefite of a continuous sell- 
ing market, but he is forced to use the roads just 
at a time when he could work in his own fieids 
to the best 28 and hence the growing 
crop suffers while he is marketing the one last 
gathered. As soon as the spring thaws commence 
tens of thousands of farmers are compelled to re- 
main at home and allow the products which they 
have for sale to ret on the farm because of the 
impassable condition of the wagon roads which 
lead to the market places. 

This annual barricade of mud not only entails 
the loss of uncomputed millions of dollars upon 
the farmers of the country but each year brings 
baukruptcy and ruin to many couotry merchants 
who are thus deprived of communicauon with 
their customers. 

It would be difficult to compute the wealtb- 
creating value of improved public highways to 
the farmers of the Nauon. ‘ue value would be 
so great that the actual cost of constructing the 
roads would be insignificant when compared with 
the benefits which would be secured. 

The chief obstacle to good roads in a country 
spread out so thinly as ours is the lack of eral 
information on the — It is noticeable that 
whon wealthy men begin to seek suburban homes 
the roads in their neighborhood improve. This. 
is not owing to the advent of wealth, but to the 
advont of a new and superior grade of intelli- 
gence. 

Chere is an idea that this matter of roadmak- 
ing is of importance exclusively to the rural pop- 
ulation. Such an idea is absurd. If it is impor- 
tant for the farmer to have good roads to reach 
the city and sell his products it is no less impor- 
tant for the city dweller to be Sable to purchase 
the products of the farmer at reasonable prices. 
Moreover, the city man need never expect rea- 
sonably clean streets as long as every farmer's 
wagon coming into the town deposits on the 

avement half a hundred weight of sticky mud. 

t is too early in this country to hope 4 the 
splendid country roads of Europe, but some form 
of good roads is attainable nearly everywhere 
without excessive expense. 


Agitation and Organization. 


The first thing necessary to bring about a re- 
form in the condition of our common roads is 
agitation, and next organization. An eminent 
engineer's formula in roadmaking was: First. 
never make a road ascenda single foot unless 
absolutely unavoidable. Second, economy and 
maintenance depend upon the gradeant. Third, 
hilly roads are full of danger, expensive to main- 
tain, and destructive to horses. 

There are many who will recognize that the 
practical application of these simple rules would 
er the service. The difficulty seems to be 
tack of organized etforts. 

In many of the States of the Union during the 
last year farmers sent committees to the State 
conventions of the two great political parties to 

test against any movement looking to the 
issue of State bonds for the purpose of buildi 
better roads. Since these conventions adjourue 
however, the losses to the farmers which can be 
direct ds 


to come on all the bonds which i 
essary to issue to pay for improved roads for the 
entire nation. 

The most serious problem met With in nearly 
all the States at present is the manner of raising 
the necessary’ revenue for road building. The 
. road laws of nearly all the States in the 

nion in this respect are about as effective as if 
there was not a single word about roads on the 
statute books. Japan has had good roads for 
some centuries, and the Kioto-Tokio highway, 307 
miles long. was noted for ite excellence as long 
ago as 1691, when it was traveled by the Dutch 
explorer, Keanfer.. But as their civilization in- 
troduced new vehicles of traffic the J apanese, in 
1875, framed new laws for the general construc- 
tion and maintenance of highways. This law, by 
which all roads are classified, is modeled some- 
what onthe French system, and divides them 
into national, — and village roads. 

The material commonly employed for the mak- 
ing of country roads in France is usually marble. 
flint, stone, or gravel, and whatever is used must 
be of the best quality and cleansed from all for- 
eign substances. The stone must be broken up 80 
that each piece may pass through a ring two and 
a half inches in diameter. it is then spread 
evenly over the road, the interstices being care- 
fuliy filled in with smaller pieces so that the 
whole is smooth and free from abrupt eminences 
and depressious. A steam roller then crushes and 
levels the whole, after which a superficial layer 
of clay and earth, completes the work. In Nor- 
mandy, where the roads are almost perfect. they 
are made slightly convex with a trench on 
either side, and are diligently scraped to keep 
them dry. One of the most important ingredi- 
ents in road-making is a little chalk, which helps 
to bind and consolidate macadam or small 
stones into a firm and hard mass. If too much 
chaik were used it would render the roads sticky 
after frost. 

There are some portions of our Sheridan road 
which show skill in road-making, but the greater 
part of this road is poorly constructed, and is not 
in its present condition a credit to the officials 
who had the making of it in charge. 


Requirements for Good Roads, 


A perfectly good road should have a firm, dry 
foundation, good drainage. a hard and compact 
surface, free from ruts, hollows, or deprossions. 
The surface should be neither too flat to allow 
water to stand nor too convex to be convenient tu 
the traffic; free from loose stones, the fresh mate- 
rial being put on whenever practicable in winter 
in such a manner as to inconvenience the traflic 
as little as possible; all mud to be scraped off the 
surface at once and not left in heaps ow the road. 
A grade of one in ‘forty 25 per cent) 
may do considered as safe for a 
horse to trot down with a licht 
vehicle, and this should be the limiting grade. 
In hilly districts it is impossible to keep the 
grades down to this, but there exist numerous 
cases where, by taking off the crest of a hill and 
filling a hollow, dangerous portions of roads 
micht be improved at a comparatively small ex- 
penditure. A grade of one in twenty (5 per cent) 
is too steep for convenient tracuon and should 
never be exceeded. Where railways alter roads 
for bridges or other purposes the grade must not 
exceed one in thirty (3.3 per cent) for a turnpike 
road, or one in twenty (5 per cent) for apy other 
public carriage road. On a — paved road a

The City of Chicago spends large sums of money 
for spreading broken stone upon macadam paved 
roadways, Then. when this stone is ground into 
dust and turned into mud by the rains or b 
excessive use of water in sprinkling, other large 
sums of money are paid to the s leaning 
contractors to cart the materialaway. While 
macadam pavements are comparatively cheap as 
to first cost, they are ruinous in theend by the 
large expenditures wuich they require for sprink- 
ling and maintaining. Maca pavements are 
alwe ys either muddy or dnsty. and always dirty. 

ford pavements have been abandoned by 
Philadelphia and other large Eastern cities be- 
cause of the enormous cost they entailed in the 
matter of repairs and because ulis form of pave 
ment makes a very poor roadway. 


Objections to Granite. 


Granite paved roads are enduring, but they are 
objected to on account of their uneven surface, 
the shaking they give both rider and carri 
the diflicuity the horse has in obtaining a good 
foothold in drawing a heavy loadgover their pol- 
ished surface. The great noise resulting from the 
use ot granite pavements in London forced the 
authorities of that city to employ a high grade of 
wooden block pavement in lieu of granite. This 
experience shows that no stone block pavement 
of ang kind is fit for the level streets of a great 
city. 

A gravel pavement is a delusion and a snare. 
Under ordinary use the cost of repairs and cost 
of gravel used io repairing such roadways will in 
fifteen years exceed the first cost of constructing. 
The life,“ therefore, of * streets is only 
about seven and one-half years. The repairs 
must necessarily be steadily ‘continued fronmyear 
to year, increasing in cost as the mileage of grav- 
eled roadways increases. Figures taken from the 
office of the Auditor of the City of Evansville, 
Ind., show that the cost of constructing and main- 
taining graveled roadways in that oly during a 
period of fifteen years was $259,020. The cost 
of cleaning these roads during the same period 
was $232,126.82. The cost of sprinkling graveled 
roads during seven months in the year in country 
towns is about $40 a mile, at a low estimate, 

The question may now be occasionally asked: 
If ali tne pavements and paving materials which 
have been in common use in the past are failures, 
is there any solution of the probiem of street con- 
struction? Ine founda ons of city roadways 
should be practically indestructible and formed 
of proper proportions of broken stone, sand, and 
cement, thus insuring a concrete which 6 d 
be to such a depth as not to become mova! 
displaced by the heaviest loads likely to be d 
over it. The foundation of the pavement having 
been thus secured, the next thing to do is to select 
a material for the wearing surfaces of the street. 


Vitrified Brick Recommended. 


Out of the chaos of the past there has been 
evolved during the Iast few years a form of pave- 
ment which does ful all the exactions de- 
manded. This pavement is vitrified brick, made- 
of a suitable materiai and burned at stich a high 
temperature as to make it a homogeneous mass, 
practically impervious to moisture and rivaling 
granite in its crushing strength. 1 front of the

three years. Over 4,000 teams a day have passed 
over this brick pavement during all that time, 
and yet it shows little or no signs of wear. Jn 
Galesburg, III., where brick roadways have 
been in use for over nine years, there 
is no record of a single dollar ever hav- 
ing been spent by the City of Galesburg for 
tue maintenance ot such brick pavements. This 
torm of paving material laid oh a suitable con- 
crete base is destined to be the pavement of the 
future. Philadelphia, including Germantown and 
other suburbs, has over sixty miles of brick paved 
roadways. Columbus. O., has over fifty miles of 
brick paving in use. Lincoln, Neb., has about 
twenty miles of this kind of payoment, and almost 
300 cities and towns in the United States have 
turned to vitrified brick as the solution of the 
paving question. In addition to the qualities pre- 
viously mentioned as possessed by vitrified brick 
as a paving material it is enduring, and brick- 
paved roadways are easily cle easily re- 
paired, are less noisy than asphalt and other pav- 
ing materials, are not affected 1 yoy by 
moisture, frosts, or'fires; the brick fit so closely 
that there are no inter-spaces to retain filth and 
breed disease. 

A city can lay two miles of brick paved road- 
ways for less than one-half the cost of either 
granite or asphalt paving, and the interest on the 
money saved will keep a brick paved roadway 
perpetually clean, and perpetually in repair, and 
a thoroughly vitrified brick will not absorb 
moistare, and hence a brick paved roadway is 
self cleansing of ice and snow under sun effects. 
Heavy and continuous rains serve to thoroughly 
cleanse the surfaces of brick paved roadways, and 
do not inflict any injury upon the paving material. 
whereas asvhait, wood, and other vegetable 
pavements are injured and destroyed by con- 
tinuous precipitation of moisture, and granite 
paved streets become sli and dangerous dur- 
tus wet weather. The use of vitrified brick asa 
paving material for roadways is therefore the 
trend of the most intelligent sentiment of the 
times. and the subject is worthy of careful 
thought by all who believe in permanent street 
improvements to be made at low first cost and to 
require little or no expenditure for maintenance.

Atlantic port and Chicago as its Western ter 
minus, with a perfect and cordial understand - 
ing with all the lines running west 
and northwest from Chicago, it is believed 
that the Grand Trunk can establish a steam- 
ship line between United States and European 
points that will be of equal if not superior 
value to the American public compared with 
that promoted by its Canadian rival. Taking 
Montreal as a common point the distance 
thence to Portland is 297 miles.
